Ddmaged hy a Bomb 


NEW YORK, Avtg. 19 (TIPI) 
— bomb exploded early 
today . in the dooiw^ of a 
West Side Jdnoilhattan biiiMlng 
hoiisinig a liberal pairty head- 
quarters and bomb tbrMits 
were made on the U JI. flead- 
quarteis «nd the Btittdi U.N. 
Mission. v’- 

The explosion wiwked the 
door, heavily damaged the en- 
trance, and shattered a win- 
dow of the building on upper 
Broadway. Two patrolmen on 
their regular rounds less than 
50 feet away escaped injury. 

The explosion was almost 
simultaneous with an anony- 
mous phone call received by 
United Press International 
that a homh had been plrpted 
at the Liberal CSlub by a 
“Cuban, secret party” to pro- 
test liberal govemanent in the 
United States “which we be- 
lieve is encotuaging and fos- 
tering communism.” 

There was no damage to the 
Liberal Party Club on the 
third floor or to a Spanish 
club on the second-floor. 

United Press International 
also received a ‘ telep'hone 
warning from a “WOr. Losono”, 
representing an alleged aid to 
Biafra group, that two bombs 
had been planted at the 
United Nations ^d.pne at the 
British Mission to porotest lack 
of action on behalf of starvinig 
Biafrans. 

Police said a search of both 
premises failed to turn up any 
bombs. 

The explosion at the West 
Side LiberaT dub was the 
20th since April 22 believed 
link ed with anti-Oastro Cuban 
groups. The first was at the 
Spanish national tourist office 
here and the last was Aug. 6
